gium rare, with French fried pota- 
toes.” To tell the truth, most women 
will agree. It is hard to surpass a 
slice of tender, juicy, flavorful roast 
beef, nice and brown on the outside, 
pink and moist in the center. 

The problem many of us have faced 
has been to produce a roast like that. 
It is great news to learn that science 
has now taken a hand to help us. 
The roast meat thermometer, becom- 
ing more and more used by house-

wives, takes the guesswork out of 
roasting meat and enables us to bring 
the roast, whether it be beef, vyeai, 
pork, or lamb, to the table at just the 
stage We want it, rare, medium, or 
well dom. As a kitchen instrument 
it is establishing itself as firmly as 
the oven thermometer, the deep fat 
thermometer, and the candy thermom- 
eter. 
Makes Roasting Easier. 

As with most scientifie principles 
brought into the kitchen, the roast 
meat thermometer makes roasting of 
meat much easier than by old metb- 
ods, besides producing better results. 
These few simple rules really tell the 
glory: 

l, Insert roast meat thermometer in 
the center of the thickest portion of 
the roast. A good way to determine 
this point is to hold the bulb on the 
outside of the meat to find the place 
you want it to he in the middle of the 
roast. .Pierce the meat with a knife 


i; cover, 


or skewer and slip the thermometer | 
in. Be sure it is resting in lean mus- | 
cle, and not against a bone or in fat 
since these register different than | 
lean muscle. 
2. Place roast in pan, fat side up, 80 | 
the fat will do the basting.

Searing Not Needed. 

Please pay special attention to my 
directions above regarding the tem- | 
perature for cooking the roast. It haa 


been found that searing is not needed 


to keep juices in, and that meat! 
cooked at a low temperature (300 de- | 
grees to SoU degrees F.) is juicier 
and more evenly cooked throughout! 
than when cooked with a higher heat. 
Since it takes longer to cook it at the 


lower temperature, the cutside becomes | 


as nicely browned as if seared, and 


there are plenty of drippings for gravy. | 


An advantage, too, is that these drip- 
pings are not charred and black as 
they often are when high heat is used. 

‘These directions may upset some of 
your old ideas about roasting meat, 
but if yow try them once I believe you 
will be delighted. 

If you do not have a roast meat 
thermometer, then follow the “minutes 
per pound” method to determine how 
long your roast. Until the 
roast meat thermometer was perfected 
was the best way to determine 
long the roast should be left in 
oven. It is not a sure way

Pneumonia Germs 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—(UP) 
Dr. Sanford M. Rosenthal, of the 
National Institute of Health, an- 
nounced tonight the discovery of a 
drug which kills pneumonia germs in 
mice. | 
While mice infected with the three 
major types of pneumonia have been 
treated successfully, Dr. Rosenthal 
warned that because of the large 
dosage required the present cheml- 
cal treatment could not yet be ap- 
plied to human heings. He was hope- 
ful, however, now that a success- 
ful treatment nad been found for 
mice, that a more powerful drug, 
eéfective on human beings, would be 
found soon. 

The discovery’s importance is 
emphasized by the current outbreak 
of common colds an influenza 
which frequently are accompanied 
by pneumonia. 


PARKING METERS 
BANNED BY COURT 


Alabama Tribunal’s Decision 
Holds Bigmingham Ordi- 


nance Void. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 14.— 
(P)—Traffic parking meters for Bir- 
mingham were banned by the Alabama 
supreme court today as an “insidious, 
indirect tax or charge . , . on the 
right to park.” , 

The decision held that Birming- 


ham’s parking meter ordinance was 
null and void and an “unauthorized 
exercise of the taxing power” of the 
city. 

It was in direct conflict with a re- 
cent ruling of the Florida supreme 
court holding that Miami’s parking 
meter ordirrance was valid. 

‘Associate Justice W. T. Thomas 
wrote today’s unanimous. decision, 
which upheld the judgement of Jef- 
ferson circuit court. Posts already had 
been set up on Birmingham sidewalks 
for installation of the meters. 

Under the meter system, the meters 
are posted at each parking place, and 
insertion of a coin by the motorist 
permits parking for a limited time. 

Justice Thomas ruled that the park- 
ing meter system had no relation to 
the proper regulation of traffic but 
was a means of raising revenue. 

Mobile, Ala., recently installed park- 
ing meters on downtown streets but 
a public clamor caused the city fath- 
ers to remove all except those around 
a city park.

Pope Pius left his bed today for the 
second successive dav to receive vis- 
itors from his wheelchair, but Vati- 
can sources expressed belief his ac- 
tivity was due to his strong will power 
rather than any real improvement. 

The Holy Father, 79 years old. was 
lifted from his bed with a minimum 
of exertion on his part. He was 
wheeled into the adjoining study in 
his specially built chair which per- 
mits his nartly paralyzed legs to rest 
horizontally. 

After receiving callers, including his 
sister, Donna Camilla Ratti, the Pope 
said he hoped to make daily trips to 
the study and to his chapel for mass, 
so long as his strength holds out. 

His physician, Dr. Aminta Milani, 
bad advised His Holiness not to leave 
his bed, in view of the fatigue he 
suffered from yesterday's activity. 
During the night his legs hurt and 
his breath came with difficulty.

Weather, Solar Radiation 
Studied. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—Nota- 
ble progress in scientific investigations 
of far-reaching significance were re- 
ported today on the occasion of the 
annual meeting of the board of re- 
gents of the Smithsonian Institution. 


Results, as revealed in the annual 
report of Dr. Charles G, Abbot, sec- 
retary of the institution, were espe- 
cially encouraging in two fields—cor- 
relation of solar radiation with the 
weather, and study of the effects of 
light on plant growth. One was the 
apparent proof that ‘short-interval 

anges of the heat output of the 
sun, such as run their courses in a 
few days, are of major influence on 
the weather for the ensuing two weeks 
or; more. Scientists of the United 
States Weather Bureau have agreed 
with him, Dr. Abbot reported, that 
investigation of this effect offers rea- 
sonable promise of a method of fore- 


+casting some features of the weather 


for two weeks or more in advance. 
Weather Hypothesis. 

Considerable progress also was re- 
ported by Dr. Abbot in the develop- 
ment of his 23-year-cycle weather 
hypothesis. While much more work 
must be done in working out the de- 
tails, certain large and prolonged fea- 
tures, like the great drouth in the 
northwest, seem to be clearly predict- 
able. ‘Thus, he pointed out, the first 
decades of each of the five 23-year 
cycles since 1837 shows a marked de- 
pression in rainfall, but this depres- 
sion in the first, third, and fifth 
cycles is outstanding. There seems 
to be a 46-year cycle of great drouths. 
On the basis of this evidence, mod- 
erate drouth condition, he said, may 
be expected throughout the region in 
the decade from 1950 to 1960 and a 
very severe drouth in the decade from 
1975 to 1985. The present drouth 
seems comparable to those of the dec- 
ades following 1840 and 1890. 

The most notable work in the field 
of radiation effects on organisms has 
been the finding of a curve of the 
efficiency of different-colored light 
rays in promoting the fundamental 
phenomenon of photosynthesis in 
plants, which is basic to all life on 
earth. The curve stants from zero in 
the violet, runs to a maximum in the 
blue at about 4,400 angstrom units of 
wave length, continues to a moderate 
intensity in the green and yellow, 
reaches its highest maximum in the 
red, and then falls to zero in the in- 
visible infrared. Another notable de- 
velopment has been the working out 
of an extremely sensitive and quick- 
acting spectroscopic method for meas- 
uring carbon dioxide in the air. By 
this method the respiration and car- 
bon dioxide assimilation of a single 
grain of wheat in its germination is 
readily observed. 

Specimens Added. 

Nearly half a million specimens 
were added to the collections of the 
national museum, mostly. as gifts or 
from Smithsonian expeditions, Dr. 
Abbot reported. One of the most no- 
table was the Richard K. Peck collec- 
tion of ethnological material from the 
Negritos and Papuans of Dutch New 
Guinea, the Dyaks of Borneo, and 
tha Jivaro of Ecuador. In biology 
there was an accession of 465 mam- 
mals from Asia, Africa and South 
America, obtained by exchange with 
the Field Museum of Natural History. 
In geology a notable’ collection of 
Chilean minerals, including six new 
varieties, was obtained. The airplane 
Winnie Mae, flown by Post and 
Gatty around the world, was added 
to the arts and industries collection. 

The Bureau of American Ethnolo- 
gy continued its researches at the re- 
cently discovered site of Folsom man 
in Colorado, the earliest known human 
settlement in North America, Im- 
portant archeological discoveries were 
made in Honduras by a joint Smith- 
sonian-Peabody Museum expedition. A 
culture level was found that is ap- 
parently ancestral to that of the Maya. 
Among the bureau’s ethnological in- 
vestigations were studies of the Ti- 
mucua and the Indians of Hudson’s 
Bay, Canada, the Mission Indians of 
California, the Shoshone, Bannock 
and Gosiute of Utah, Nevada, and 
Idaho, and the Iroquois of Canada. 

Numbers of Portraits. 

The National Gallery of Art receiv- 
ed a number of portraits and other 
art works. Joseph H. Gest, chairman 
of the National Gallery of Art Com- 
mission, died during the year and was 
succeeded by Charles L. Borie Jr. 
Eight special exhibitions were held in 
the gallery, including paintings and 
etchings by Mons Breidvik, portraits 
by Bjorn P. Egeli, and vitreous enam- 
els by Frances and Richard McGraw. 

The Freer Gallery of Art accession- 
ed a number of unique examples of 
Chinese, Arabic and Persian paint- 
ings and other art objects. 

The Smithsonian’s International Ex- 
change Service acts as the official 
United States agency for the exchange 
of scientific publications with prac- 
tically every country in the world. 
During the past year this exchange in- 
volved the handling of over half a 
million packages of such publications. 

At the National Zoological Park 
the outstanding event of the year was 
the beginning of construction on three 
new buildings under a grant from the 
PWA, These are a building for small 
mammals and great apes; one for ele- 
phants, rhinoceroses, and hippopota- 
muses; and a new wing on the bird 
house. Over two million visitors 
came to the zoo during the year, in- 
cluding groups from 579 schools. 

Sky Condition Study. 

The Smithsonian Astrophysical Ob- 
servatory continued on every possible 
day to record the variations in the sun’s 
heat at its three mountain stations, in 
California, Chile and Egypt. A new 
method of distinguishing unfavorable 
sky conditions was developed during 
the year, and this will lead to even 
greater accuracy in measuring the 
sun’s variability. 

Besides its usual large number of 
scientific publications, the institution 
carried out one of its main functions, 
“the diffusion of knowledge,’ through 
a new medium, namely, a weekly radio 
broadcast on the activities of the 
Smithsonian, put on the air by the of- 
fice of education in co-operation with 
the National Broadcasting Company. 
These broadcasts are an innovation 
in the field of education by radio ‘in 
that they dramatize science and art. 
This form of educational broadcast has 
proved to be very pouplar, and the 
mail response has averaged several 
thousand letters a week.

HEALTH TALKS

WHO RATES DESSERT AND 
WHO DOESN’T? 

Stout woman topped a hearty meal 
with pie a la mode. Picture reminds 
me of the man who takes out double 
indemnity and starts his engine on a 
cold morning without opening the ga- 
rage door while the car is warming 
up. When I am king a bit of fruit 
in season without sugar, cream or 
other cajolery, will be the only des- 
sert available for sedentary adults. 
Being human I am fond of ice cream 
if there is no cinnamon on it, but as 
a health teacher I believe those who 
do no honest (muscular) work or 
play should sternly wave aside concen- 
trated sweets after a good dinner, Sug- 
ar in one form or another, syrup, 
honey, sorghum, jelly, jam, molasses,, 
marmalade, ice cream, sweetened 
beverage, cake, pie, candy, is excellent 
food for active, growing children, ath- 
letes and adults who work or play 
hard, and at or near the end of a 
meal is the best time to take it. 

Sugar itself or in any of these 
forms is the best emergency remedy 
for fatigue. Marathon runners, dis- 
tance swimmers, mountain climbers 
take it as they go, to ward off exhaus- 
tion and collapse. There is one kind 
of fatigue recognized by physiology. 
muscular fatigue. Popular notions of 
“nervous fatigue” or “brain fag” are 
vagaries beyond the ken of physiology. 
So is the conception of “neuras- 
thenia.” Mind, this does not imply 
that a person may not experience dis; 
comfort or unpleasant feelings which 
he attributes to “nervous fatigue.” 
“brain fag” or “neurasthenia.” We 
are merely trying to explain that sug- 
ar is a remedy for muscular fatigue 
or tiredness only. 

In any circumstance sugar is quick- 
ly assimilated and quickly oxidized or 
burned as fuel to furnish immediately 
available energy for muscles. It re- 
freshes not only tired skeletal muscles 
but also the tired heart muscle. This 
is another reason why it is an excel- 
lent restorer for the child tired out 
with play. While the best time to 
take sugar is at or near the end of a 
meal, in the case of a child that 
doesn’t mean much. A healthy child 
may eat p. r. n.—according to circum- 
stances—and jin fact should eat con- 
siderably more frequently than a 
healthy adult. 

There may be some foundation for 
the belief that too large a proportion 
of carbohydrate in the diet is not th» 
best nutrition for development of and 
preservation of the teeth, particenlarly 
too much cereal (according to Edward 
and May Mellanby). There is no 
foundation for the notion that sugar 
is in itself injurious to the teeth. 

A rather common condition only re- 
cently diagnosed is hypoglycemia. low- 
ering of the normal percentage of sug- 
ar in the blood. When this occurs 
from any cause the effects are imme- 
diate and often striking—feeling of ex- 
treme hunger, great fatigue, mental 
anxiety or disturbance which may give 
the impression of intoxication or in 
some instances a lapse of conscious- 
ness resembling petit mal (epilepsy 
without convulsion). Any form of sug- 
ar relieves this condition with dra- 
matie promntitude.

Or mse 
only canned milk, evaporated or dried 
milk while traveling or away from 
your usnal supply.

cent credit on federal taxes for sums 
paid under the state’s companion law.

-stvled Florida oyster king, ended his 
defense against fraud charges today 
with a six-hour dissertation on the 
intricacies of oyster farming. 

The charges against Popham and 
his wife and former Florida Agricul- 
ture Commissioner William A, Me- 
‘Rae will be given to the jury some- 
time tomorrow.’ Final arguments and 
instructions are scheduled for tomor- 
row forenoon. 

Popham launched into his long ex- 
planation of oyster cultivation despite 
frequent admonitions from United 
States District Judge Louie W. 
Strum to “keep to the facts in the 
case.” 
| He explained why his scheme for | 
oyster cultivation “would have been 
ry success had there been no interfer- 
‘ence by postoffice authorities. 

During his testimony, he said more 
than $1,200,000 had been subscribed 
‘by stockholders in Cultivated Oyster 
Farms, Ine., when the project first 
was launched, but that investigation 
by postal authorities started a “whis- 
inering campaign” that bronght can- | 
eellation of nearly $1,000,000 of these | 
early subscriptions. 

His enterprise, Popham said, was 
forced to pay full commissions on 
these early subscriptions, despite their 
cancellation, with the result he pock- 
‘eted a loss of more than $150,000. 

The former Apalachicola mayor 
testified he virtually is penniless to- 
‘day and is living on “$15 a week sup- 
plied by my brother.” 

Defense attorneys throughout the 
trial. one of the most technical ever 
developed in federal court here, have 
contended that Mr. and Mrs. Popham 
and MeRae acted in good faith 
throughout their dealings. 

Popham, who served 18 months in 
'the Atlanta federal penitentiary in 
11931 in connection with his origina! 
oyster-farm venture, claimed all his 
‘plans would have materialized had 
he not been molested. He charged 
persecution at the hands of the fed-

In 1925 death eut short the eareer 
of Sun Yat-sen. Afterward a great 
memorial was built in his honor at 
Nanking. 

For several years Nanking has been 
the center of Chinese government. A 
general named Chiang Kai-shek made 
himself ruler of almost all the coun- 
try. He is the man who was “kid- 
naped” last month by another general 
and was asked to promise to wage war 
against Japan. 

Japanese military leaders have 
forced fighting against China during 
the last few years. The chief result 
so far has been the act of turning 
Manchuria into “Manchukuo.” The 
one-time boy emperor of China is the 
supposed ruler of Manchukuo, but the 
Japanese really control the province, 
having taken it away from China.
